Details: On 03/05/1999, members of the Hazardous Materials 
Response Unit (HMRU) were contacted and requested to coordinate 
the analysis of evidentiary material in connection with the above 
captioned case. This material was transported to the Naval 
Medical Research Center, Bethesda, Maryland, for the purposes of 
analytical testing for the presence of one or more of the 
following biological agents and toxins : Bacillus anthracis 
(Anthrax) , Yersinia pestis (plague) , Ricinus communis (Ricin) ; 
Francisella tularensis (tularemia) ; Clostridium botulinium 
(botulism) and Staphylococcus aureus (SEB) . 

Various tests of the samples were conducted, the 
results of which are outlined in detail in the enclosed 
Analytical Test Report. The results of these tests were negative 
for the presence of the above biological agents and toxins .

As a result of these letters, the National Center for 
the Analysis of Violent Crime (NCAVC) was initially contacted by 
FBI Dallas and Kansas City as to level of threat and any other 
information of lead value. The NCAVC advised in telephonic 
consultations, and it was also apparent to investigators, that 
these letters appeared to be written by the same individual . 

This was later confirmed by laboratory analysis. Further, it was 
opined by the NCAVC that the level of threat appeared to be low, 
due to a lack of specific knowledge about anthrax nor anything 
else mentioned in the letters to enhance the credibility of the 
letter writer. The letters tested negative for anthrax. 

However, because of the brevity of the writings to be assessed, 
the NCAVC was limited in providing additional information of lead 
value.
